‘‘A feerful earthquake ooccurred at 8 o’clock this evening. 
Many buildings collapsed. At present it is not known whether 
there were‘any fatalities. Awful consternation prevails.’’ 

Vina Del Mar, a town about three miles from Valparaiso, hay- 
ing a population of about 12,000; Quilpque, province of Valparaiso, — 
with a population of about 4000, and Limache, 25 miles from Vale 
paraiso, population about 4000, are reported destroyed... 

A telegram received from Punta Deveres sae thet a tenia frou 
Santiago, Chile, due to arrive there yesterday evening, had not yet 
reached the former place. 

Seismic disturbances on the Chilean side of the Andes continue. 
Further severe shocks were felt yesterday evening, the first at 8:40 
and the second at 8:50 o’clock. 

The director of telegraphs here has received a telegram from 
Lapaz, Bolivia, announcing that, according to a message from the 
chief of the telegraph company at Tacna, Vaparaiso is in flames 
and the earthquake continues. 


_|HALF OF VALPARAISO DESTROYED; 
FIRE SWEEPING THE DEBRIS 


LONDON, Aug. 18.—Half of the City of Valparaiso, Calle; 
from Almendsal to Calle Bellavista, has been destroyed by earth- 
quake or fire, according to a private telegram received by a local - 
banking firm today. The ruined section contained scores of hand- 
some residences, as well as business houses and immense ware- 
houses,

DEMANDS HER DEPOSITS 





Harangues Crowd to High 
Pitch Before It Is Dis- 
persed by Police. 





WOMAN ESCAPES ARREST 





Later Makes Attack ‘on Bank- 
er’s Son, Who Flees 


for Safety.

CHICAGO, Ill, Aug. 18.—Flourishing 
®& revolyer and declaring she would kill 
Paul O. Stensland if she could find him, 
a woman led a crowd, 20 strong, in a 
charge on the doors of the wrecked Mil- 
waukee Avenue State Bank today. 

The crowd was made up of depositors 
who had been led to believe, through 
the order of Judge Brentano, that a 20- 
per-cent payment would be made imme- 
diately, and that they would get their 
money at once. , 

Frenzied at the efforts of those In 
charge to prevent their entrance to the 
bank. and failing to understapd that 
af$davits of deposit must be approved, 
the crowd refused to disperse. 


Leads Attack With Revolver. 


L ,ouncing Stensland and all con- 


cerned with the bank the crowd respond- 
ed to the cries of the woman, as she 
elbowed her way to the Goor of the 
bank. Swinging the revolver around her 
head, she called on the officials to open 
the doors and pay her the money she 
had d ted. 

Balked in her effort to enter, she, 
turned and delivered a harrangue to the 
crowd. Excited by her words, other de- 
positors pressed close to the door and 
were fast reaching a point where, at @ 
signal they might have stormed the 
bank, when the police arrived. 

Swinging their clubs in a threaten- 
ing manner, the policemen drove the 
crowd from the doors and cleared the 


streets. .The woman disappeared in 


the crowd and escaped, but later 
made an attack on young Stensland 
in the stweet. He: fled. 

Depositors Disappointed. 

The crowd assembled at the bank 
early, the report that the savings 
were to be paid having gained wide 
circulation. The action of the court 
in ordering the receiver to pay out 

per cent of tiie deposits "was re- 
ceived with joy among 22,000 for- 
eigners, who had money in the bank. 

Each was congratulating the other 
on his good fortune, when announce- 
ment.of delay, attendant on the fil- 
me and approval of affidavits, was 
made.

Steamship Company Refused to 
Bring Them Direct to 
United States. 





Discovery has been made by James R. 
Dunn, United States Immigration In- 
spéctor in charge at, St. Louis, of a 
wholesale smuggling of immigrants 
from Mexico into the United States. 

Every one of the immigrants was 
barred by the law from entering this 
country because of trachoma, a con- 
tagious disease of the eyes. Officials of 
the immigration service now are en- 
gaged in finding the immigrants who 
were smuggled into thé country with a 
view to their capture and deportation. 

The case is interesting and extraordi- 
nary. A party of about fifty Syrians 
applied for passage to the United States 


at Naples, Italy. Everyone of them was 
found to be afflicted with trachoma and 
the steamship company refused to ac- 
cept them for passage to the United 
States. 

They were informed that they could 
go to Mexico and then ‘‘work their way”’ 
into the United States. On their ar- 
rival in Mexico they scattered over the 
country for a while, but eventually 
reached the border near Laredo, Tex. 
They were smuggled across the river 
above Laredo, the smugglers receiving 
$12 a head. 

One Man Found Here. 

The Syrians were peddlers and began 
immediately to ply their vocation in this 
country, going from place to place, thus 
becoming separated. 

Inspector Dunn found one ‘Syrian in 

St. Louis named John Shahadie Jacob, 
who, he believed, was unlawfully in the 
country. When he examined Jacob the 
man told a story about having been 
landed at Philadelphia, but a little in- 
vestigation showed that statement was 
untrue. . 
' Confronted with the proof that he had 
not told the truth, Jacob broke down 
and told how he and piabytian frignds 
had been smuggled agro s the Mexigan 
border. Jacob gave Imspector Dunn 
all the names of the party he could re- 
member and officers of the immigra- 
tion service now are searching for 
them. Jacob is peing held for a time 
assist in identifying the other Sy- 
rians.

The people of St. Louis will have a 
chance to vote on the proposition for a 
municipal lighting plant at the Novem- 
ber election or the April election, if the 
plans of Comptroller Player are car- 


ried out. | 
Mr. Player said Saturday that he 


would send an ordinance to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly, when it reconvenes 
September 7,. providing for the submis- 
sion of such a proposition to the voters, 
He is convinced that the only. way for 
the city to get a municipal-plant is by 
the issuance of bonda, ‘ 

He estimates that the cost of such a 
plant will be $1,000,000, and says it is im- 
possible tor such an amount to be set 
apart from the current revenues for the 
purpose. The Board of Public Improve- 
ments is now considering the annual ap- 
propriation from the current revenue 
for lighting. This will be about $130,v00. 
To pay for a million-dollar plant at that 
rate would require eight years, while 
the contract will expire in four years. 

He says there Is less prospect now of 
buying a municipal plant out of current 
revenue than there was before the peo- 
ple voted the bond issue recently. 
Among the things to be provided by the 
money derived trom the bond issue are 
five new engine houses, the salaries for 
the maintenance of which will be $13,000 
a year each, ang park expenses are to 
be increased $50,000 a year. 

Mr. Player thinks that the proposition 
for a municipal lighting plant and the 
one for the purchase of the old Fair 
Grounds could be voted on at the same 
time. He is confident that the lighting 
proposition would carry.

It Wouid Be Authorized. by As- 
sembly to Determine 
Details. 


Two plans of procedure for the build- 
ing of the free bridge are being dis- 
cussed by the Municipal Free Bridge 


and Bond Issue Committee. One is that 
the Municipal Assembly appoint a 
bridge commission, to have charge of 
the entire work, including the drafting 
of the necessary ordinances. The other 
is that the Municipal Assembly author- 
ize the issue of the bonds and select the 
site for the bridge before the commis- 
sion is appointed.

“We have obtained from New York 
ri, officials the ordinances under 
which bridges there were erected,”’ Said 
Mr. Ziebold.

“We are considering two plans, both 
of which will require the passage of 
ordinances by the Municipal Assembly. 

“In New York a commission was 8¢- 
lected and given charge of all details.

pungent brickflelds of arid clay, cracked 
by the heat of the sun into a thousand 
fissures, dodging shunting trains and 
snorting engines on A.mazy goods sid- 
ing, the inquisitive visitor to Johannes- 
burg finds himself on the outskirts ef 
“Tin Town." 

Topographically, the district is Yvede- 
dorp; technically, it is the ‘‘expropria- 
tion area;”’ actually, it is the Kaffir 
quarters of the “Golden City.” Here 
the black man foregathers with wife 
and family, and here the flery cross of 
revolt is being raised, with what results 
only the future can show. 

“Tin Town” is more than a mile in 
length and three-quarters of a mile in 
breadth. It is laid out with great regu- 
larity on the American block system. 
One is immediately cognizant of its 
vicinity by the heavy atmosphere of 
decaying animal matter and vegetable 
refuse. 

The streets are unpaved, and the at- 
tempts at the construction of sidewalks 
are pitiful in their primitiveness. The 
roadways of read earth—dotted with 
crawling Kaffir babies—are marred by 
unpleasant undulations and _ hollows 
filled with stagnant rain water, near 
which myriads of pugnacious mosquitoes 
are for ever buzzing. ‘ 

But the crowning feature of ‘Tin 
Town” 1{s its architecture. Never were 
houses more strangély built nor the 


weird structures of nightmareland more 
accurately realized. 


Building Material Is Cheap. 


The principal materials from which 
this great living area has been con- 
structed are petroleum tins, the tin or 
zinc linings of imported packing cases, 
and large quantities of the lead used in 
the tea trade. m these limited means, 
with battens of wood for use as frame- 
work, are constructed dwelling places 
very gene to that made by Peter Pan 
and his youthful crew for the protection 
of Wendy. 

Every man is his own architect and 
builder, and the work of erecting these 
12 or 14 feet high is simplicity itself. 
First the ground its marked out—gener- 
ally exactly square—and at each of the 
four corners a sturdy stake, some ten 
feet in height, is driven in. These are 
strengthened and supported by cross- 
pieces. Then the architect, his wife, and 
oe children wander abroad in search 
°o n. 

In the Colonies one rarely sees petro- 
leum in a cask. It is generally sold in 
two, four or six gallon tins. The con- 
sumer purchases a specially manufac- 
tured pump and draws off the oil as he 
needs it. As the tins are not returnable, 
they are pressed into all sorts of strange 
services. Filled with earth they are 
used for ae walls; painted green 
they are turned into flower-boxes; they 
are in common use as pails, drinking 
troughs for cattle, boilers, cooking uten- 
sils, besides a thousand and one other 
familiar objects. Yet, despite this ac- 
commodativeness many find their way to 
the rubbish heaps, and are eagerly 
pounced upon by the “homing” Kaffir. 


Walls Complete in Two Hours. 


The tins are cut open, hamered fiat, 
and nailed to the upright battens. \In a 
couple of hours—given a sufficient sup- 
ply of material—the citadel walls are 
complete, and this sound-box of a house 
only requires the corrugated iron roof 
and a tin chimney—or, rather, smoke 
outlet-——to finish it. The luxury of fire- 
grates is unknown. As in the mud 
cabins of Western Ireland, the fire may 
be lighted anywhere, and the dense vol- 
umes of smoke are expected to ascend 
gk rd in the manner procided. 

se of the 80,000 Kaffirs in ‘“‘Jo’bure’”’ 
who go not dwell in mining compounds 
reside in one of the several miles of 
“Tin Town’’ streets. Seen from a dis- 
tance in the strong glare of the African 
ean, the bizarre collection of human 
dwellings looks like some enchanted 
the sun’s rays like walis of silver, and 
dream city. The tin walls refiect back 
even the dull roofs of corrugated iron 
are transmuted into somethi *‘mystic, 
wonderful” by the philosopher's stone of 
the sun. At close quarters the scales 
fall from the eyes, and the awakening 
is rude indeed. 

Babies Are Everywhere. 

The Kaffir multiplies prolifically, and 
these unsavory roads are always filled 
with their naked, copper-skinned off- 

They crawl about the ant-in- 
roadways and paddle or flounder 
in the hollows of foul-smelling water 
with evident enjoyment. They are plump 
little mites, these children. They are 
much more precocious and develop more 
rapidly than European infants, and they 
certainly take life much more good- 
humoredly, especially when one realizes 
that the irritating midges of ‘Tin 
Town"—and their name is legion—con- 
sider them fair game. The rims of their 
eyes are generally picked out with a 
thn edging of these obnoxious and dar- 
ing insect pests. 

The scantily clad mothers lean against 
their tin lintels and look interestedly on 
the contortions of their little ones. Oc- 
casionally they are ‘d from under 
the feet of a wandering mule or cleared 
out of the way of a lumbering ox team 
as it rolls veldtward. | 

Sometimes a group of jabbering wom- 
en sy, engage at one of the doors, and, 
while they excitedly hold converse in 

tturals and clicks, indulge their ba- 

jes with an oc onal bath. Their 
method of infantile ablutions is inter 
esting

of its mother, who es a great mouth- 
ful of water from the tin pannikin. 
Pursing up her lips, she proceeds, liké 
a second in a prize fight, to squirt a 
spray of water over the crowing infant, 
who tumbles about until he is dry again 
—an easy and efficacious development 
of the portable shower-bath idea. 

The male population of “Tin Town’ 
does not arrive home until evening; but 
always before 9 o'clock, for by the law 
of “Jo’burg” no black, save those in 
charge of rickshaws, is allowed on the 
streets after this hour. 

Then he can loll up against his tin 
walls—making them crackle and rattle 
like concentrated thunder—and smoke 
his clay pipe while he discusses short, 
but pes A cam cuts to freedom. ; 
In the frail habitations of “Tin Town"

Mortality from all causes 
decreased, and particularly deaths from violence and 
malignant and contagious diseases. 

This record supplies the best possible evidence 
of betterment of the-conditions of living in St. 
Louis. It indicates more intelligence, more pros- 
perity, better sanitary conditions, better care of 
the sick, higher morality, more happiness. Accord- 
ing to this record, life is safer, saner and happier 
in St. Louis. 

A record of this kind is the best that can be 
made by the city.

WHAT IS THE EXPLANATION? 

The United Railways of St. Louis, as one of the 
St. Louis public service corporations controlled by 
the North American company of New Jersey, has 
an authorized bond issue of $42,000,000. 

This is supposed to represent less than the value of 
its St. Louis property. The theory is that if the 
property were sold to satisfy the claims of the bond- 
holders, it would bring more than the face value of 
the bonds. 

Yet this single item of $42,000,000 in the capitaliza- 
tion of a single corporation exceeds by nearly $9,000,- 
000 the total amount of the valuation of public 
service corporations in St. Louis-for 1906 by the 
State Board of Equalizatioh. 

The Laclede Gas Co., another St. Louis public serv- 
ice corporation controlled by the North American 
Co., is capitalized for $37,500,000, and is collect- 
ing from St. Louis consumers on that capitalization 
as far as possible. Yet all the public service corpora- 
tions of the city are assessed for taxation at $4,000,- 
000 less than the value this single corporation sets 
on itself when assessing the public for its profit.

TATTOOING GOES “OUT OF STYLE.” 
From the New York World. 

The news that tattooing is becoming less common 

in the navy is gratifying. It shows that the mental 
grade of the sailors is higher than in old barnacle 
days; to some extent also it may result from the in- 
creased proportion of inland recruits. 
_ Tattooing and salt water have always had affinity. 
The custom grew out of the need of means of iden- 
tification by primitive coast dwellers. Tattooing ‘vas 
a tribal mark before it became an ornament or a 
fetish. The Hindoo Khonds still tattoo dots and lines 
on their foreheads, noses and chins, but elsewhere .1n 
India caste marks are usually daubed on the face 
with paints. The Maharani of Baroda wore such a 
caste mark during her visit in this country. 

Our Aleutian Islanders esteem tattooed foreheaas, 
cheeks and chins as a privilege of married women. 
Formerly birds and fishes were so depicted and ruae 
scenes of exploits. American Indians made little 
use of tattooing, but painted their faces for war 
with tribal marks. In Nigeria some tribes tattoo the 
face, shoulders and arms in addition to their tribal 
slashes. 

The most expert tattooing is found among the 
Japanese, the New Zealand Maoris and the river 
Dyaks of Borneo. In the latter isialnd Furness has 
photographed upon women some wonderful tattooing 
which at first sight looks like network tights of biue 
silk upon the thighs and open-work mitts on tne 
hands and forearms. The men are lightly tattooed 
in conventional scrolls which once represented dogs, 
scorpions and prawns’ heads. A Maori chief’s face

Your well meant expression of the 
“hope that Postmaster Wyman will see 
his way clear to avoid confusion of mails

Fascination of Murder. 
From the London Outlook. 

It has been remarked in connection 
with this particular crime that “there 
is fascination in a good murder,” and 
if the expression is a little brutal, it is 
still not very far from the main truth. 
Is it an ugly fascination to which we 
do wrong to submit? Is it perhaps kin 
‘to the fascination of the cobra, whose 
victims gaze at the swaying eyes of her 
hood to be struck senseless by poison- 
ous fangs they never suspected, There 
can be no doubt that for some who gaze 
poison waits behind the fascination. To 
some it happens much too often. There 
is an attraction in the very revolting- 
ness of the details pf a violent and 
bloody crime. What is to the great ma- 
jority the one thing that is detestable to 
think about, the one sight which it 
would be horrible to see, is to them the 
sight to be seen and the thought to 
dwell upon. 

That is a consideration which must 
always be present to the minds of those 
whose business it is to inform the pub- 
lic through the press of the occurrences 
of everyday life around them. It is 
one of the disabilities even of an enor- 
mously powerful press that it cannot 
wholly prevent such thoughts and sights 
from coming into the ken of the sensual 
and the morbid. It can do something,

Marriage at Alton Followed by 
Disagreement Over Manner 
of Living, 





Rev, Father Francis Gilfillan, as- 
sistant rector of the St. Louis Cathedral 
Chapel, was greatly surprised Satur- 
day when he read in the morning 
papers that Frederick W. Shapleigh, a 
Protestant to whom he had married 
Miss Mary Chester Watson, was a di- 
vorced man. When Father Gilfillan rec- 
ommended an ecclesiastical dispensation 
and subsequently married them Friday 
he was in ignorance of Shapleigh’s 
previous marriage. | 

Shapleigh is the son of A. F. Shap- 
leigh of 38858 Delmar boulevard, and is 
a member of an old and aristocratic St. 
Louis family. He married Miss June F. 
Niederlander, daughter of Nicholas F. 
Niederlander of 4462 Washington boule- 
yard, in Alton in 1902. The Niederlanders 
are prominent socially and Miss Nieder- 
lander was one of the belles of the 
season “when he married her. 

His present bride is the daughter of 
Walter B. Watson of 4233 West Pine 
boulevard. Mr. Watson is business 
manager of an East St. Louis news- 
paper. His family is also prominent in 
St. Louis history. The bride’s ancestors 
on her mother’s side for generations 
have been stanch friends of Shapleigh's 
forefathers. | 

Priest Explains His Action. 


Father Gilfillan. who married them 
at noon Friday after a dispensation had 
been obtained, said: 

“Tf the family was not surprised at 
the haste of the marriage, I was sur- 
prised when I read in the papers this 
morning that the young man had been 
married and divorced. He said noth- 
ing to me about it. Mr. and Mrs. Wat- 
son, members of this church, came to 
the rector yesterday morning with Mr. 
Shapleigh and told me they wanted to 
arrange for the marriage of their 
daughter to him. 

“Shapleigh said he was a non-Catholic 
and that he had been taking instruc- 
tion from Father Sullivan, professor of 
theology in St. Louis University. The 
instruction, of course, was with a view 
to pea a member of the Catholic 
Church 

| asked him if he had been baptized, 
He said he had. I asked him iff he were 
very sure he had een baptized.

Said He Had Dispensation.

Sea He said he had not. then 
told him he must be mistaken, for 
no such permission could be given 
without the obligation of promises. 
“Shapleigh then made application 
to me for a dispensation and signed 
the ordinary promises.

It is said that Lacey has kil 12 men 
since 1889, his latest victims being Jim 
Harris and Pe Stifft, at England, Ark., 
ten years ago. He shot and slightly 
wounded Sheriff Holcombe and Jim Dw- 
senberry while resisting arrest. Short- 
ly before this shooting he escaped from 
the Texas Penitentiary, where he was 
serving a term for horse stealing 
He was arrested near Little " Rock 
about a year ape on a number of felony 
charges, includ ne murder, and was 
handcuffed and P laced in a buggy with 
Constable Carr, but maneged to escape 
before he reached the Pulaski County 
Jail. He is considered the best shot in 
this section, and was never known to 
be without his Winchester. It is said 
se none of the men he killed were of- 
cers.

Nothing Said of Divorce. 


“Mr. and Mrs. Watson assured me 
there was no reason why the ceremony 
should not be performed. They told me 
of Shapleigh’s instruction under Father 
Sullivan and said the marriage would 
be sanctioned by eg ter say Glennon 
as well as by Father Sullivan. 

“I did not ask Shapleigh if he had 
ever been married before. If I had 
learned of the previous marriage and 
divorce I would not have married the 
couple without, at least, an investiga- 
tion into the merits of the case. 

“On account of the extraordinary 
haste I rather suspected something was 
suppressed. So far as the previous mar- 
riage is concerned, it does not exist. 
According to a t of the Catholic 
Church law, founded upon the prohibi- 
tlon of St. Paul, the yong bens re of a bap- 
tised perscon to a non-baptised person 
is invalid. Shapleigh and his first wife 
were such a couple. One had been given 
the sacrament; the other had not. 
Therefore, in our eyes they were not 
married. 

“So far as the divorce of the civil 
court is concerned, that does not af- 
fect the validity or invalidity of the 
marriage one way or other from an ec- 
clesiastical point of view. 

“Mrs. Shapleigh is only 19 years old 
and is as great a beauty as Miss Nie- 
derlander was when she married Shap- 
leigh. She has taken a S peerenent part 
in social functions and thas had many 
admirers. 

Wedding Day Hastened, 

Although their families had been 
friends and allies in the generations 
that had gone before, Mr. Shapleigh 
only knew Miss Watson as an ac- 
quaintance until after her debut at a 
reception in her honor at her parents’ 
home last January. The engagement of 
rol couple became known shortly there- 
after. 

The marriage was set for Octobe 
butt according to Mrs. Wateon it ceaeed 
the convenience of the family best for 
the marriage to take place in August. 
Mre. Watson did not think it neces- 
sary to set forth those reasons.

Among the persons said to have profit- 
ed by the Southern Pacific is Sir Ernest 
Casseli, a purt at least of whose opera- 
tions are financed by King Edward VII. 
As gossip in Wall Street has it, Sir Er- 
nest bought Southern Pacific heavily 
when it hung around 6. At yesterday's 
prices, a top figure of 89, this would 
show a good return. Wall street adds 
the information that the British sover- 
eign had been “let in on the ground 
floor’ by Ik. H. Harriman himself. 
There was -talk on all sides about the 
manner. in which the declaration of 
dividends was held back, and a great 
deal of bitter comment concerning Mr. 
Harriman was heard on the street. 

No Interest to Public, 

The declaration of dividends on the 
two stocks and the consequent move- 
ment of the market made one of the 
most sensational developments in years. 
Two questions were asked in Wall 
street by investors: 

When were the dividends really de- 
cided upon, and when did the Harriman 
interests accumulate their enormous 
holdings? An officer of the Union Pa- 
cifio and Southern Pacific was asked 
just when the increases were actually 
authorized. His only reply was: “That 
is not a matter of any interest to the 
public.”
